A mother writes that her 


daughter, 5, has been taking 
Prostigrnin for a redundant 
colon for over three years 
She wants to know what is 
meant by a redundant colon, 
whether her daughter w i l l 
outgrow it or whether she 
will have to take the drug in- 
definitely. 


This condition, u s u a l l y 


called megacoion or Ilirsch- 
prung's disease, is a congeni- 
tal enlargement of the colon 
It sometimes corrects itself in 
the first year of life but does 
not do so when it has persist- 
ed past the child's first birth- 
day. 


When an obstruction below 


the colon is the cause, this 
should be removed. If this 
child can be maintained in 
good health on a carefully 
regulated dosage of neostig- 
mine (Prostigmm;, the drug 
should be given indefinitely. 
It will cause no side effects, 
but it should not be used by 
persons who have asthma. If 
good health cannot be main- 
tained with the drug, one of 
s e v e r a l types of operation 
may be necessary.

his morning's mail brought 
me an announcement thai 
Kansas City Southern Lines 


and its affiliated Louisana & Ar« 
kansas Railway are discontinuing 
all passenger trains. 


Hope lost its L & A passenger 


service 
to Shreveport several 


years ago, but today's announce* 
ment Is far-reaching. It means 
the termination of passenger 
trains between Kansas City and 
New Orleans on the route made 
famous by the Southern Belle. 


Texarkana Is affected directly. 


The Cotton Belt cancelled all 
passenger service some years 
ago, now the KCS coaches are go- 
ing out—leaving Missouri Paci- 
fic as the sole passenger-carry- 
ing line for both Texarkana and 
Hope . . . . arid today's KCS an- 
nouncement raises a great big 
doubt about the "Mop." 


The Kansas 
City 
Southern 


statement cited two factors In Its 
decision to drop passenger ser- 
vice : (1) Loss of passengers to the 
airlines and the highways, and (2) 
loss of contracts to carry the 
mail. The railroad reported these 
figures:

Jan. 1, 19G2, Improving passenger

The KCS system lost $2,700,

passenger revenue the road las 
been hit by the discontinuance of 
mail contracts-- -the final blow. 
KCS reports I wo Railway Post 
Office cars have already been 
cancelled , and the remaining 
cars will be discontinued Ja.n.12, 
1968. Lost revenue of approx- 
imately $700,QOOdue to these ter- 
minated Post Office Department 
contracts would make passenger 
service a prohibitive operation in 
1968— so KCS is quitting this end 
of its business. 


It's the end of an era, of course- 


but 1 see no grounds for public 
protest. The Railroads deserve 
the same treatment at the hands 
of regulatory agencies that the 
airlines got— and with air trans- 
port Hie established rule is that 
you either use air service or 
you lose it.

proximately 250" were dead but 
indicated the final toll was ex- 
pected to be much higher. He 
directed municipal officials to 
bury the dead quickly because 
of the danger of disease and in- 
fection. 


Residents of the affected area 


were warned to boil water be- 
fore drinking It. There were re- 
ports health authorities would 
conduct a vaccination campaign 
against typhus.

Circuit Judge Henry M. Britt 


then ordered Davis committed 
to the State Hospital for observa- 
tion for a period not to exceed 
30 days. 


Last February, the hospital 


wrote the court that Davis had 
a "manic depressive reaction" 
and was a "manic type." It 
said Davis "was probably men- 
tally ill to the degree of legal 
irresponsibility at the time of 
the alleged commission of his 
acts." 


The 
hospital 
recommended 


that Davis remain in the hospi- 
tal for treatment, but the court 
would not recommit him and 
set his trial for last Aug. 10. 


Davis, however, filed his peti- 


tion asking the high court to 
prohibit the circuit court from 
proceeding with the trial until 
he regained his sanity.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
It's 


an oblique rebuke to President 
Johnson but It Is of dubious 
value. 


The Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee has approved and 
sent to the full Senate fcr Its ap- 
proval a resolution Intended to 
curb the power of Johnson or 
any president after him in using 
the armed forces abroad. 


The full Senate is unlikely to 


act on It this year. It may never 
do so. The committee may not 
press for action. And even if the 
full Senate eventually approves 
the resolution, Johnson and all 
other future presidents can ig- 
nore It. 


For this reason: He would 


have to pay attention to It if it 
was a joint resolution passed by 
both House and Senate. That

Then why did the committee 


bother with the resolution at 
all? It's the product of discon- 
tent amonng some senators with 
the war In Vietnam. Its roots go 
back three years, leaving some 
senators 
self-conscious 
about 


what they did then. 


After North Vietnamese torpe- 


do boats attacked U.S. destroy- 
ers In the G ulf of Tonkin in the 
summer of 1964, Johnson asked 
Congress to approve a resolu- 
tion authorizing him to use the 
armed forces If necessary to 
stop Communist aggression in 
Vietnam. 


He didn't ask for Just a resolu- 


tion by House or Senate. He 
asked for a joint one, and he 
asked for prompt action. Both 
houses gave It to him. Gradual- 
ly, 
American 
Involvement In 


Vietnam got deeper until now It 
Is a war. 


As the war dragged on, John- 


son's critics In the Senate multi- 
plied, as they did elsewhere. 
Both House and Senate have a 
more direct way open If they want 
to disapprove the war. They can 
resign the Gulf of Tonkin Resolu- 
tion. 


But no one is suggesting that. 


That would be a total rebuke 
but would probably mean Amer- 
ican wUhdrawl from 
Vietnam. 


So far the Foreign Relations 
Committee's present resolution 
Is the only rebuke being tried.. 


What is the stated purpose of 


the committee resolution? The 
committee has Issued a report 
explaining what it has In rnind. 
This report is sloppily put to- 
gether but It goes like this: 


Bit by bit presidents have 


been taking too much power to 
themselves In using the armed 
forces overseas. Congress must 
take back the power given It un- 
der the Constitution In the use of 
the armed forces. 


Actually, although the Consti- 


tution says Congress alone has 
the power to declare war, it 
says the president is command- 
er-in-chlef of the armed forces 
and does not put any direct lim- 
its on his useof those forces. 


The report says a declaration 


of war isn't th« only means by 
which Congress can authorize 
the 
president 
to use armed 


forces. Congress can control 
such use by the method of a res- 
olution. 


The 
report 
says 
Congres 


must debate the resolution, spell 
out the kind of military action 
being authorized, and so on. All 
this means delay. 


But Congress did authorize 


Johnson to act In the Gulf of 
Tonkin resolution. However, the 
report says in approving 
that 


resolution a "d«lay of a week or 
two 
would have enabled Con- 


gress to record Its itentlons In a 
legislative record." 


The fact that Congress agreed 


to Johnson's request for prompt 
action In the Tonkin resolution, 
and did so, Is it's own fault, be- 
cause it says approving the res- 
olution was not a matter of the 
greatest urgency,
